pork and a substantial quantity of 
beef. In 1944 alone 124 million pounds 
of beef were exported. 

Canada supplied Britain with a total 
of 246 million dozen eggs during the 
war, raising from an annual average 
in prewar years of 1.5 million dozen to 
S9million dozen in 1945. A total of 
712 million pounds of cheese and 2.6} 
million cases of evaporated milk were | 
shipped by Canada to Britain during 
the war. 

A recent survey by 
department of trade and 
shows that Canada will have to step 
up shipments of certain food products 
if this year’s allotments of the long- 
term food contracts with the United 
Kingdom are to be filled. 

So far there has been no indication 
that the United Kingdom intends to 
disturb the Canadian food contracts 
as part of her austerity program, The 
Canadian government is anxious to 
ship to Britain at least the minimum 
amount of food called for under con- 


tract. On July 31st Canada fulfilled 
the minimum requirements of her 
wheat agreement with the United 


Kingdom by shipping 160 million bush- 
els of wheat and wheat flour to Britain 
during the 1946-47 crop year. 

At July 15th a reckoning by the 
trade department showed that~less 
than half of the minimum amounts of 
this year’s beef, lamb, mutton and 
evaporated milk contracts had been 
shipped to Britain. At July 31st cheese 
shipments were far behind schedule. 
It is exnected, however, that the dried 
egg contract will be fulfilled by Oct 
21st of this year.
